ISTORTION began to intrigue Bob Cox of

through glass. His first step was to experiment with 
a goldfish bowl, but the fish wouldn't hold still. Then 


he tried a coffee decanter, which was quite satislac- 
tory and a bathing girl who would hold a pose longer 
than the goldfish. The accompanying pictures show 
how the project was worked out 

The image that is seen is formed by the flask of 
water, which actually is a rather crude lens. The 
image is inverted, like that of any camera lens, and 
is curved, which causes much distortion. It is located 
in a curved plane which lies a few inches in back of 
tne flask at its center nearer the camera used 
to take the picture To get both the image and the 
bottle satisfactorily sharp it was necessary to focus

HE PHOTOGRAPHER'S toughest job is for Three Lions picture agency. 
learning how to handle people. I found 
this out the hard—and the only way: by 
taking many, many pictures of all kinds of 
people in all kinds of situations. 
If I were asked to give the amateur advice 
on how to get places in photography, I would 


sum it up briefly like this: Oblivious of the heavy industry surrounding him in a Vermont

your pictures, then test out your technique 
and your purpose by shooting lots and lots 
and lots of pictures. By doing this, you will 
learn, as I have, that handling.people is your 
biggest problem, but that after you have taken 
enough pictures you will learn how to solve 
this problem as it comes along. 
People make the picture. I believe the goal 
of photography should be not merely a pleas- 
ing arrangement of shapes or the weaving of 
a mood, but the delineation of human experi- 
ence. I feel that each picture should tell a 
story or part of a story, and that this story 
should be told in terms everybody can under- 
stand. 
Take the picture of the tuner at work on a 
reed organ at the Estey Organ Company plant 
in Brattleboro, Vermont. Up to this point in 
the manufacturing procedure, everything had 
been done by machine; but here, for the first 
time, I found my opportunity to introduce the 
human element. I tried to show that, highly 
efficient as the machine is in drawing a voice 
from the organ’s mechanism, eventually it 
requires a man’s trained and sensitive ear to

achieve the required perfection of musical sound. 

I approach all assignments in the same way, always 
searching out the elements that make for maximum 
human interest and meaning. For example, look at 
the picture of the baptismal scene in the New York 
Foundling Hospital. A simple event, the christening 
nevertheless was fraught with deeply meaningful sig- 
nificance for the child’s future. I tried to bring this 
meaning out in the picture, to show in the grouping 
of these three figures something of the loneliness the 
foundling—symbolically any foundling—will have to 
face in life 

My principal aim in photography is to have an 
opinion about the subject, then try to make each 
picture reflect this opinion. Thus, I work to get my 
viewpoint across to the people who see my pictures, 
to show them how other people live, work, react to 
their surroundings. I try to make my pictures so

convincing that they actually influence people’s think- 
ing about the world around them. 

In addition, I try to communicate some of the mood, 
perhaps some of the drama, of what took place. Fre- 
quently, I attempt to add a little bit of glamour to 
the subject, to make it something more than a pure 
record. I find this approach particularly useful when 
I compress a series of events into one, so that the 
picture is the “total” of many actions and includes 
only the best part of each—all distilled into one 
photograph. 

One of my most successful attempts at dramatiza- 
tion is the scene at the United States Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospital in the Bronx, New York. A 
technician is shown adjusting a large 400,000-volt 
X-ray machine over a patient for deep cancer ther- 
apy. On entering the room, I was struck by the size 
of the machine in comparison with the frail figure of 
the man lying under it. The effect seemed to be that 
of a man being swallowed by the machine. I tried to 
put these reactions into a picture of the scene. By

lighting and viewpoint, I emphasized the effect, thus 
drawing out the drama inherent in the subject. 

I side with those who deny that the camera’s only 
function is as a recording instrument, except where 
it is used intentionally for that purpose, as in making 
copies. For the photographer worth his salt, the 
selection of subject matter is always a case of per- 
sonal judgment, opinion, and taste. As a writer is not 
judged by his ability to use a typewriter, a photogra- 
pher should not be judged solely by his ability to use 
a camera, but rather by what he has to say with his 
camera 

In my own work, I try to become as deeply inter- 
ested in the material as I can. This makes it possible 
for me to understand the subject, and, as a result, to 
analyze it and form an opinion about it. Once I have 
thus mastered the complete story, I can start taking 
pictures in the full confidence and freedom of work- 
ing on familiar ground. 

When complete knowledge thus makes me feel at 
home with my subject, situations suggest themselves 


that are widely apart in their relationship to the 
central theme of the story. Could two pictures be 
much more different in content and mood than those 
of the sculptor and the underground scene of the 
marble quarry in Vermont? 

The sculptor gave me the opportunity to bring in 
the human quality I like to get in my pictures when- 
ever possible. The subject was especially gratifying 
in this case by reason of its contrast to the industrial 
nature of the story as exemplified in the picture of 
the underground quarry. In the picture of the sculp- 
tor at work, the story is pointed up by the fact that, 
although placed in the midst of a tremendous indus- 
trial enterprise, here was this man working in the 
complete isolation of the artist, carving his delicate 
statue unaffected by what was going on about him 

In the underground scene I subordinated the hu- 
man theme and emphasized the industrial, trying to 
make the machine look like a big spider. The light- 
ing was achieved with multiple flash. This was one 
of the types of subjects on which I customarily use

my 4x5 Meridian (equipped with telephoto and wide- 
angle lenses) because it is better adapted for such 
situations than the Rolleiflex cameras I use for the 
bulk of my work. 

I try to think as little as possible about technique. 
That is why I standardize largely on two Rolleiflexes, 
one for black-and-white, another for color. In addi- 
tion to the Meridian, I also have a Contax, for “spe- 
cial” jobs which can be done better with it than with 
the Rolleis or the Meridian. My film in all cases is 
Super-XX developed in Microdol or DK20. 

When on a job I want to think only of the pictures 
I have to make. Elaborate equipment and the setups 
it requires will freeze the life out of any situation. 
I want to be able to move about freely, without en- 
cumbrance, at a moment's notice. 

I try to avoid a conscious technique, letting each 
picture suggest its own solution. I use flash, flood, or 
strobe only where these are necessary, preferring 
natural light because with it I can capture mood, 
atmosphere, and expression better than with the arti- 
ficial light sources. When I must use the latter, how- 
ever, I try to duplicate the effect of natural light. 

I work from a script prepared by a researcher, and 
discuss with him the details of the story. Although 
it may appear preferable to approach a story without 
a script, following one’s in- (Continued on page 98)

ONSIEUR MAX KETTEL leaped from am- 
M ateur standing to professional photo fame 

in two days. In 48 hours’ time he bought 
a new camera for which he had been saving for 
months, scooped the pick of Europe’s press photog- 
raphers, quit his job as a draftsman, and launched a 
career in professional photography that has made his 
name famous throughout Europe. 

In 1926 the cream of European press photographers 
gathered at Geneva, Switzerland, to cover the first 
International Steeplechase at the Palace of Exposi- 
tions. Max Kettel, then a 25-year-old amateur cam- 
era enthusiast, had a great urge to try out his new 
camera, a Mirrorflex with an f/2.8 
lens. He bluffed his way into the 
Exposition building, flashing his 
shiny new camera at those who 
would ask questions or collect 
tickets, and then proceeded to put 
in an exhausting afternoon at the 
Steeplechase, dashing from one 
obstacle to another, shooting pic- 
tures from every angle. 

Meanwhile, the star cameramen 
of the press, with their bulky 8x10 
cameras and tripods, remained 
immobile at various points on the 
great indoor course waiting for 
something to happen in front of 
their lenses. Flash powder was 
forbidden for fear of frightening 
the high spirited horses, and the 
inside light worried the newsmen, 
but they did what they could 
under the adverse circumstances 

That evening Max Kettel ap- 
proached the editor of a local 
newspaper, La Suisse, with a set 
of still-dripping pictures. The ed- 
itor was elated. Not only was 
Kettel’s coverage of the races 
complete, his were the only pic- 
tures taken that had sufficient 
contrast to reproduce—La Suisse 
bought every picture. 

The following afternoon tele- 
grams began pouring in from the 
capitals of Europe requesting the 
series of pictures. Overnight the

name of Max Kettel became known to press photog- 
raphers and editors all over the continent. That 
evening Kettel quit the drafting profession to enter 
the field of photography. 

Max Kettel is an intense, stocky man of 47 years. 
He has a single-mindedness of purpose and an en- 
thusiasm about his photographic work that is scarcely 
unique to photographers. But he never permits either 
of these traits to hurry him. There are two signs in 
Kettel’s darkroom. One says, “Don’t get excited; 
life is too short.” The other is inscribed with one 
word, propreté, which, literally, means “cleanli-

ness.” “TI live by the first slogan,” Kettel says. “1

can't afford to get excited. I find that more good pic- 
tures have been ruined by carelessness and unneces- 
sary haste than any other way. I can’t afford to 
hurry; I don’t have the time.” 

Kettel doesn’t hurry. He is methodical in the ex- 
treme; his movements in the darkroom resemble a 
precision machine. Every accessory, every solution, 
every piece of equipment has its place, and, unless it 
happens to be in use at the moment, it is exactly 
where it is supposed to be 

As for the second dictum—when one enters Kettel’s 
laboratory there is little indication that the room is 
a darkroom. It is more like a model kitchen, except

that in it there are two enlargers where a stove might 
be. Large, brilliant fluorescent lights are overhead. 
No trays or bottles of chemicals are in sight. Every- 
thing is packed away in ventilated cabinets. During 
the day, if Kettel is not developing or printing, the 
windows are open and the sun streams in. There is 
no odor of chemicals. The floor is of white tile, and 
the huge white sink is spotless. The workroom is so 
well organized, nevertheless, that in five minutes the 
photographer can close the shutters and the window, 
lower the drapes, pour chemicals from large glass 
bottles with spouts on the bottom, and start his 
printing. Kettel has eliminated all lost motion.

“This is a matter of simplicity and organization,” 
Kettel says. “Darkroom work should be reduced to 
the most simple methods and these should be thor- 
oughly mastered.” Kettel applies the old saying about 
“knowing your camera” to his darkroom as well. He 
explains that one must be able to focus all attention 
on the picture. The manipulation of equipment, 
whether in taking the picture or printing it in the 
darkroom, must be automatic. 

Perhaps some of his method comes from his train- 
ing as a draftsman. For several years, after complet- 
ing the required courses at the Geneva Technical 
Academy, Kettel worked as a draftsman, specializing 


in reinforced concrete structures. He still recalls with 
pride that he did the drawings for one of the largest 
bridges in Switzerland, located in downtown Berne, 
the national capital. He feels that the draftsman and 
the photographer have much in common, for each 
must master a specific technique, and each must make 
intelligent use of perspective, proportion, composition, 
and depth. Working as a draftsman taught him to 
see, Kettel believes. “Too few people have ever 
learned to see,” he avers. “The average man,” and he 
is obviously perturbed by this fact, “has good vision, 
but his seeing is unguided and without purpose. He 
looks at a very simple ob- (Continued on page 88)

There’s one way to cinch the title, 
however, and that is to take your own picture thousands 
of times—which is exactly what Helen Berger Noll has 
done. 

Present owner of the E. L. Jenkins Studio in Grand 
Central Station, New York City, Mrs. Noll has photo- 
graphed more than a million people in twenty years of 
picture taking and, incidentally, has recorded her own 
physiognomy many thousands of times. She has on file 
a day-to-day picture record of her own appearance cov- 
ering two decades. From among her “self-portraits” 
the accompanying small pictures—one from each year’s 
batch—have been selected for use with this article. 

Here’s how it happened. When E. L. Jenkins went

began to look alike. It was not that flash lighting 

as a tool of the photographer—was out of place. The 
trouble was that it was being used indiscriminately, 
without thinking of whether its effect would appear 
natural in the picture setting. Flash, overpoweringly 
strong in relation to ordinary lighting, often com- 
pletely objiterated the inherent atmosphere of a scene, 


lation to the subject matter. 

Thus the pendulum began to swing the other 
way, and it seems to be gathering momentum. In an 
effort to capture more realism in their pictures, 
photographers are abandoning flash where existing 
light is strong enough to get good exposure. Some 
have gone back to small cameras, taking advantage 
of their ultra-fast lenses. Others have relied on fast

films. Even when the level of available light is hope- 
lessly low, and flash must be used, it is being em- 
ployed to reinforce existing lighting rather than to 
create new, dramatic effects of its own. 

The term “available light” is being used here to 
indicate any light which exists in the picture setting 
at the time when the photographer is at work. It may 
be daylight, ordinary tungsten illumination, moon- 
light, firelight, or any other type of lighting which 
is normal in the scene. In reporting on this trend 
toward the use of available light, it would be a mis- 
take to create the impression that it is the only way— 
or even the best way—to make pictures. Flash, flood, 
spot, and ultra-speed lights are all recognized as basic 
tools in the photographer's kit. There is a time and 
place for each of them. Naturally, part of the meas- 
ure of a photographer’s worth is his ability to apply 
the right technique at the right time. But the fact 
remains that more and more men are giving special 
attention to making pictures by available light 

One of the first picture editors to develop a strong 
resentment toward excessive use of flash was Wilson 
Hicks, executive editor of Life. He sensed the over- 
emphasis being placed on technique by both staff and

free-lance photographers. Too many were devoting 
much of their energy to placement of lights rather 
than study of their subject matter. The result was 
an over-abundance of pictures which were technically 
excellent, but lacked a feeling of warmth and re- 
ality. It was, in effect, the devotion of a technician 
to his equipment rather than the immersion of a 
photo-journalist in his particular material. Hicks is 
particularly adamant on this subject. He wants pic- 
tures to be alive, to reveal life as it is. To achieve 
this takes deep concentration, keen study of the sub- 
ject before the camera. 

That such photographs are best attainable by 
shooting with available light has been demonstrated 
time and again by Leonard McCombe, W. Eugene 
Smith, and Henri Cartier-Bresson. They have made 
some of the most dramatic photographs of recent 
times, and take their pictures with the light they find 
at the scene. It is already well known that McCombe’s 
contract with Life forbids the use of flash. 

The renewed appreciation for photographs made by 
natural lighting has brought about a renaissance for 
Alfred Eisenstaedt. He employed the technique in 
Europe and during his first (Continued on page 114)

Lacking sonnets or free verse, 
the photographer will do well to 
seek for himself the picture ad- 
vantages of this heaven-sent 
mantle which transforms the drab 
into the beautiful and the beau- 
tiful into the near sublime. 

There are, however, many es- 
sential points which the poet is 
apt to overlook when urging you 
to go out and see Nature in her 
most scintillating mood. He might 
forget to advise the wearing of 
winter “longies,” for instance, or 
omit some tips on controlling the 
floundering legs of a tripod in 
new snow. 

Have you done much winter 
photography? Well, here are a 
few suggestions which should help 
you get more pleasure and picture 
profit in a day in-the snow. They 
may not all be of the stuff of poe- 
try, but they build toward good 
pictures. 

The same brilliant light that en- 
folds the landscape—raising the 
reading on the light meter to a

new high and inspiring you to production of world- 
beating salon prints—makes dark glasses a wise pre- 
caution. This is true for around-the-town shooting, 
and becomes of paramount importance for those for- 
tunate enough to be seeking picture subjects in the 
mountains. Likewise, a jaunty ski cap serves the 
double purpose of protecting the eyes and face while 
giving the photographer kinship with the spirit of 
fun, consistent with the season and all the thrills of 
snow sport. 

The rest of your costume (since you may often be 
your own model) should combine utility with gaiety. 
It should be warm, colorful, loose enough not to bind, 
and capable of rearrangement. For example, a 
water-repellent jacket will protect in unexpected flur- 
ries and have voluminous pockets for gloves or a 
snack, a scarf, and extra filters, plus other parapher- 
nalia. It can be removed to reveal a patterned 
sweater when the sun gets too warm. An extra pair 
of wool socks wil! spell comfort in sturdy shoes when 
you plan to be out all day. How many fine pictures 
have been lost to posterity because the photographer's

cold and wet feet insisted upon his turning back to- 
ward the comforts of home and hearth? 

With one eye on the camera, the style designers of 
winter sports clothing have created an aura of health 
and bubbling vitality. The accent on youth and vigor 
in the snow season puts human interest into the fore- 
ground of every winter scene. The friends who go 
eagerly on jaunts with you need only the most deli- 
cate of hints to appear in front of your lens looking 
like “what the well dressed hiker, skater, or skier 
will wear this season.” 

In black-and-white photography, the colors won't 
matter quite as much, but the lines of costumes, and 
the cheerful frame of mind which appropriate and 
stylish clothes induce, are points to be considered. 

Your camera needs some thought, too, if it is to 
function at its best. If, for economy of space or carry- 
ing convenience, you ever leave a camera case or 
gadget bag behind while investigating a possible 
setup, don’t deposit it in the snow. That white cover- 
ing on the landscape has a way of turning into water 
under the influence of (Continued on page 124)

These rules helped the late John Randolph become 


a success in color. Let them guide you to better pictures 


HE USE OF color photography, by the amateur and the professional, is 

mushrooming at an exceedingly rapid rate—despite the comparatively 

higher costs of color materials, and despite the added care that must be 
exercised in their use. 

To the list of names of earlier successful color users—which included such ex- 
perts as Paul Outerbridge, Anton Bruehl, and Ivan Dmitri—must now be added 
a host of others. One of the most successful of these newer lights was John Ran- 
dolph, whose untimely death in 1949 brought to a close a brilliant career in color 
photography. 

Randolph, who made portraits of leading actresses, and who master-minded and 
photographed commercial assignments and calendar illustrations for many lead-

ing agencies, specialized in making outdoor color 
shots for magazine covers. 

Anyone looking at his photographic portrait work 
was aware immediately of his mastery of the photo- 
graphic technique, of his natural posing of fresh, un- 
sophisticated models, and of the convincing out-of- 
doors settings he created about them. 

The editors of PopuLar PHotrocrapHy, knowing that 
Randolph’s success in color would be a stimulus and 
an inspiration to other color workers, had arranged, 
shortly before he died, for an interview with him, 
during which he outlined several rules that he felt 
were responsible for his success. Here are his work- 
ing precepts: 


1—PHOTOGRAPH YOUR MODEL OUTDOORS. Whenever pos- 
sible, use the natural brightness of the sun—even 
though your background effect is to be that of an 
interior. 


2—MAKE ADEQUATE USE OF REFLECTORS. For amateur 
use, a two-foot square of cardboard or wallboard 
covered with silver foil should be sufficient, yet inex- 
pensive. Such a reflector will do wonders for your 
pictures—in softening harsh shadows, in accenting 
certain areas, and in producing sparkling highlights 
in your model's eyes. 


3—USE A SKY BACKGROUND PROP. Acquire a canvas at 
least 4x6 feet, paint it blue—a blue as deep as that of 
the natural sky on an extremely clear, bright day. 
The use of such a background will add to your color 
transparencies a distinctive richness that is almost 
unattainable otherwise, and you will find it to be of 
value when shooting either black-and-white or color 








when you want to block out .unwanted distracting 
trees and wires. Make this prop light in weight; con- 
struct it so that it will be extremely portable. 


4—USE THOUGHT IN PLACING YOUR MODEL. Arrange 
your setting so that the sun strikes your model's face 
to produce the most pleasing highlights and shadows. 
Use fill-in lighting—from reflector or flash—if the 
setup calls for it. Use a cheesecloth scrim overhead if 
the lighting on the model’s face appears excessively 
contrasty 


5—KEEP MODEL RELAXED. If you overwork your model, 
or if you keep her in tiring strained positions for long 
periods, the unhappy results will show in your pho- 
tographs. So keep her comfortably relaxed as much 
as possible 


6—CATCH SPONTANEOUS EXPRESSIONS. In other words, 
don’t ask your model to hold an expression. You will 
do much better if you will engender a spontaneous 
expression in your model, and then release the

shutter to catch such expression 
at its peak. Strive to have her 
look natural, with hair smoothly 
arranged, or windblown—which- 
ever emphasizes her best features. 
And be sure to ask your model to 
moisten her lips just before the 
exposure. In this way they will 
pick up highlighting accents that 
are more pleasing. 


7—ACHIEVE MAXIMUM DEPTH OF 
FIELD. Out-of-focus backgrounds 
and foregrounds usually are dis- 
tressing in color, mostly because 
the area that is unsharp also has 
its color diffused to the point 
where it usually ends up in un- 
sightly blobs. The solution, of 
course, is to stop your diaphragm down to the small- 
est possible opening consistent with a shutter speed 
that will stop any subject movement. 

To this set of somewhat formal rules which Ran- 
dolph laid down for successful color work, he added 
several others—although more by inference than by 
direct quotes. He took hard work and technical pho- 
tographic ability for granted because, as he said, there 
is plenty of perspiration between germination of the 
picture idea and delivery of the completed trans- 
parency. Then too, if you are unable to handle your 
picture making tools with ease, you will be handi- 
capped by having to spend thought and effort on the 
mechanics of the shot, and thus will take time away 
from the more important phases of pose, expression, 
and making the picture tell the story. 

Vision is another prime attribute of the successful 
worker—the type of mental agility which enables a 
photographer to think out a story-telling picture idea, 
and then to carry his idea to completion. 

The ability to inspire rated high, too, on Randolph's 
list. He found it valuable to be able to get his ideas

across to his models and his co-workers in 
order to engender their cooperation—to get 
them to give out with that extra bit of expres- 
sion, that convincing look, or that added “zing” 
that meant a superb photograph instead of a 
mediocre one. 

Enthusiasm also accounted for a portion of 
Randolph’s success. He was so strongly imbued 
with the importance of his work, and of the 
necessity of making it as close to perfect as pos- 
sible, that his boundless enthusiasm usually 
spilled over onto those about him with the re- 
sult that they mirrored his zeal. The happy 
result, as is evident by evaluating his photo- 
graphs, is pictures that reflect this glow of near- 
genius, pictures that were made easier to take 
because of such enthusiasm 

Another factor which contributed to success, 
at least in Randolph’s case, was his acting abili- 
ty. At one time, he was the highest paid male 


model in the John Robert Powers agency and 
went to Hollywood for a major studio. This 
ability to act stood him in good stead especially 
when he wanted a model to assume a particular 
pose. He would first place himself in the posi- 
tion of the model, assume the pose and expres- 
sion he wanted her to take, and then say, “Easy, 
isn’t it? If I can do it, you surely can.” And 
usually she would. 

If all the foregoing suggestions are followed, 
and again assuming that your camera and dark- 
room technique are adequate, you have Ran- 
dolph’s word for it, “you will have a perfect 
picture.” 

Randolph made nine-tenths of his photo- 
graphs out-of-doors. Virtually the only ones 
that don’t come under this “nine-tenths” classi- 
fication are those which required an interior 
background with deep shading and spotlight ef- 
fects. Other photog- (Continued on page 118)

RE you leaving your camera 
idle because you can find

Salonitis is brought on by too 
much concentration on the com- 
positional rules and art of photog- 
raphy, and it is aggravated by the 
constant overemphasis which is 
placed on pretty-pretty pictures. 
Salonitis makes you believe that 
the making of a picture of less 
than salon quality is the worst of 
the seven deadly sins. It warps 
your judgment and makes you

your mind and blinds you to the beauty of the com- 
monplace and leaves you at last completely separated 
from the simple pleasures of every-day picture- 
making.

CAMERA IN THE DEATH HOUSE 


Two Chicago newspaper photographers spirit a tiny Minox into 


the county jail and come out with the picture scoop of the decade 


PIHE problem was to get a picture 

I James Morelli, “Mad Dog” killer, < 
he was being electrocuted in the county 
jail in Chicago. And so, despite the fact 
that cameras are barred from execution 
chambers, Anthony Berardi, chief photog 
rapher of the Chicago Herald-American 
and Joe Migon, a veteran staff man, tack 
led the problem and thus came up with 
the picture scoop of the decade. Here is 
how the two did it: A hole was cut in 
the heel of Migon’s right shoe and the 
camera (a Minox—3x1x%4") secreted 
therein. An insole hid the camera and 
gave the film some protection from the 
rays of the Inspectoscope, which discov 
ers contraband forbidden in the death 
chamber. Migon successfully filed past 
the X-ray device and took his place 
among the spectators. It was time for 
the execution—the witness room was 
darkened, two spotlights played on the 
still-empty electric chair. As Morelli 
rushed to the chair and strapped 
Migon slipped off his shoe, lifted 
insole, took out the tiny Minox 

in a handkerchief and—as the chaplain 
spoke the last words the killer ever would 
hear, Migon raised the camera ar

Photographers during the next twelve months. 


VSP —a non-profit organization—has moved photography to the bedside of patients 
in Army, Navy and Veteran Administration hospitals. 


To the cripples—the paraplegics—in the veterans’ 
hospitals, the worth of a camera cannot be counted in 
dollars and cents. It helps overcome the greatest moral 
danger of long hospitalization—apathy. It can mean 
training for a new occupation, and they need this more 
than anything else before they go out into the civilian 
world again. 


VSP instructors bring cameras, tripods and lights to 
the bedsides in the wards, so that the confined men can 
learn to take portraits, table-tops, and other still lifes. 
Outstanding photographers are invited to give special 
demonstrations on such subjects as lighting and posing, 
and often bring glamorous cover girls to act as their 
models. 


Portable darkrooms, developed by VSP can accommodate one bed- 

ridden patient and two in wheelchairs. They are equipped with 

sliding shelves and sinks, contact printers, enlargers, chemicals, 
The hospitals to which the VSP has been able to aaa Se ae ee ee ee 

extend its program are equipped with classrooms and 

darkrooms for those able to leave the wards. Field trips 

to photography schools and press departments of news- 

papers, and picture-taking expeditions to scenic and 

historical spots provide an important link with the out- 

side world for ambulatory patients. 


Every day of the year a member of the Volunteer 
Service Photographers is working in our veterans’ 
hospitals. Over 200 active members of this organization 
give two, three or four days a week to this great work. 
They reach over 2000 patients each week. But volun- 
teers aren't enough. There must be equipment for them 
to work with. A bedridden patient examining a print as it fixes in hypo solution. 
The worth of photographic equipment can’t be 
measured in dollars and cents, but money will buy it. 
Portable darkrooms are needed for the boys who can’t 
get to the regular darkroom. Special equipment is 
needed for the boys who can’t move hand or foot more 
than a few inches.
